Calgary, Alta—Representing more 
than,36,000 shareholders in the three 
prairie provinces, the delegates to the 
United Grain Growers’ Convention 
unanimously endorsed the proposal of 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture 
for the creation of a farmers’ co- 
operative pool to handle the wheat 
crop of 1921 and future years. 

The committee of the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture who drafted 
the proposal estimated that’ with 
75,000 contract holders this gigantic 
undertaking’ can be launched success 
fully. There is now 60,000 signed up 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

The U.F.A. secretaries who en- 
dorsed the council’s plan are repre- 
sentative “of a great body of farmers. 
Apparently, thercfore, the big conven- 
tions reflect the opinion of the farm- 
ers of the west as may be assumed, 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture 
may now feel confident in proceed- 
ing with the details of their scheme.
